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Leona Valley Man Helps Haitians

Three area residents were so moved by the plight of the Haitian peo¬ 
ple that they organized a team of volunteers and spent nine days helping 
people recover from the earthquake. 

Firefighter Joe Lindamann of Leona Valley, his daughter Katherine of 
Santa Clarita and 76-year-old former Leona Valley resident Pat Stillson, 
part of a group called Firefighters for Christ International, left the states 
on February 2 and flew to the Dominican Republic, where they 
embarked on a grueling eight-hour bus ride to Carrefour, a city that is 
near Port au Prince. 

“A government agency wouldn’t go there because it is ‘red flagged’ or 
unsafe," said Lindamann. ‘The UN won’t enter the area without an 
armed escort because of the many gangs,” he said. Lindamann said it is 
not safe to go out at night anywhere in Haiti and that the entire county is 
fraught with anarchy 

The 15-person team that Lindamann was part of had no concrete 
plans or specific destination when they embarked on the trip, but felt that 
God would lead them to a place where they could help. As Firefighters, 
they felt they would be resourceful enough to find food, water and shel¬ 
ter. 

The team was lead to a privately owned orphanage where a family 
cared for 35 boys and 15 girls. These children are not up for adoption, 
according to Lindamann. “The family hopes to educate them so that they 
might someday become the leaders of Haiti," said 
Lindamann. “They give them scholarships to study 
in the United States and then, unfortunately, most do 
not want to come back to the island," he said. 

The firefighters had a threefold mission at the 
orphanage: 1. to set up a medical clinic; 2. to build 
a tent city and school for area residents; and 3. to 
teach the people about Christianity. 

Lindamann told his audience at the Leona 
Valley Community Building on February 18 that the 
first thing they had to do was to build a guard tower 
on top of the schoolhouse - a building that had 
been donated by a New York couple. The way it 
works in Carrefour, according to Lindamann, is that 
a gang will approach a building and fire a shot into 
the air. If they hear an answering shot, they leave. 
Otherwise, they loot the place. 

The volunteers spent their own money to pay for 
travel and used donations to buy supplies. While 
there, the built enough desks to accommodate at 
least 60 students, organized a storage room 
beneath the orphanage and built shelves. Another 
team will soon travel to Haiti and will use the tent 
city built by Lindamann’s group as a model. 

In a closing commentary, Lindamann explained 
how the island had once been a peaceful fishing 
village. When the Spanish and French colonized 
the island, they divided it into the Dominican 
Republic and Haiti. The French made the native 
Haitians into slaves. 

Eventually, the native people revolted, but by 
then the island's resources and way of life had 
been destroyed.

The New Policeman by Kate Thompson

The New Policeman is a 
modern Irish folktale, blend¬ 
ing Irish music (there’s a 
playable tune at the end of 
every chapter), Irish mytholo¬ 
gy, and the rush of modern 
life into an intriguing fanta¬ 
sy/mystery. 

J.J. Liddy is an expert fid¬ 
dler at age 15, and all his life 
he and his family have host¬ 
ed their small town’s ceilis, 
which are dance parties with 
live music. 

But people just don’t have 
time any more. It's all anyone 
can do most days to get the 
necessary work done to 
make a living, and feed the 
family. Kids barely have time 
for school and the required 
extracurricular activities. 

When J.J.’s mother 
makes a birthday wish for 
more time, J.J. promises to 


find it for her. But he never 
dreams there’s a supernatu¬ 
ral reason for the way time is 
slipping away. 

His quest leads him to Tir 
na n'6g, the land of eternal 
youth, where time is sup¬ 
posed to stand still, but no 
longer does. Slowly time is 
inching away, and J.J. must 
figure out why. 

Tied up in all this are the 
mystery of the newly arrived 
policeman, who can’t seem 
to quite remember things but 
plays a mean fiddle, and the 
rumors that J.J.’s great¬ 
grandfather killed a priest, 
something J.J. will not 
believe. 

Some readers may feel 
that it takes a few too many 
pages for the magic to begin 
in The New Policeman. Still, 
even before J.J. finds his 
way into Tir na n’Og to visit 


the fairies, the novel Irish 
setting make this a fascinat¬ 
ing read. You can hear the 
Irish brogue as you read, 
and the glossary at the end 
comes in handy. 

The explanation of where 
our lost socks go is just an 
added benefit. It seems 
there are leaks between our 
world and the land of the 
fairies, often right behind our 
clothes dryers. Our stray 
socks spew into Tir na n’Og 
from time to time. This is 
also why the fairies tend to 
wear unmatched socks. 

The New Policeman is 
recommended for grades 7- 
10, and is the winner of sev¬ 
eral British awards.

"Such a resolution can serve as the formal position of the 
Lakes Community and the Lakes Town Council and serve as a 
moving and foundational document in an effort to convince elect¬ 
ed officials that our community is extremely serious about pre¬ 
serving the lake," said Walker. The economy and lack of tax dol¬ 
lars has clearly effected public agencies’ willingness to engage in 
serious discussions about purchasing or assisting with the pur¬ 
chase But like all economic cycles, the economy will rebound 
and dollars will be available again. It is essential that our com¬ 
munity be bold and assertive and keep this matter front and cen¬ 
ter in the eyes of our elected officials and to further assist con¬ 
servation advocates in their efforts to preserve our landmark 
lake," he said.

The County of Los 
Angeles Board of 
Supervisors has withdrawn 
its legal action against 
California Edison, at least for 
the time being, according to 
Norm Hickling, deputy to 
Supervisor Antonovich. 

In December the board of 
supervisors had voted 4-0 to 
challenge Edison in regards 
to the Tehachapi Renewable 
Transmission Project, which 
goes through Leona Valley, 
Bouquet Canyn, Action, 

Santa Clarita and Lancaster. 

At that time, Supervisor 
Antonovich stated: “We have 
a problem because Edison is 
placing their high power lines 
right through communities 
and there are other areas 
where they could locate them 
that would not severely 
impact the residents. 

“As a result, we are ask¬ 
ing Edison to do what is best 
and right in protecting the 
public health of our communi¬ 
ties by moving these power 
lines outside of residential 
areas." 

The supervisors went into 
a closed session at the end 
of January and voted 3 to 2 
to withdraw the lawsuit. 

Acton Town Council and 
Leona Valley Town Council, 
have sent letters to 
Supervisor Antonovich 
expressing their disappoint¬ 
ment and objecting to the 
way in which the action was 
cancelled. It is anticipated 
that the Association of Rural 
Town Councils will also send 
a letter.

A jury deliberated for only five hours before delivering its 
award in favor of the Reitano’s and Edison was ordered to pay 
a fair price for the land, plus damages

LA County Regional 
Planning Commission holds 
meeting for Fairmont Butte 

On February 6,Los 
Angeles County Regional 
Planning Commission held a 
meeting in Lancaster, as part 
of an ongoing discussion of 
the proposed Fairmont Butte 
Motorsports Park. 

The Park is proposed for 
the north-facing slope of 
Fairmont Butte, located at 
150th Street West and 
Avenue D, adjacent to the 
Antelope Valley California 
Poppy Reserve State Park, 
and county-designated 
Significant Ecological Area 
57. 

The meeting had standing 
room only, with an estimated 
200 people in attendance. 
Residents of the Antelope 
Valley and supporters of the 
project packed the meeting 
room at the Lancaster 
Regional Ubrary. 

The Los Angeles County 
Fire Department determined 
that the room was too crowd¬ 
ed to properly provide safe 
exit in the event of a fire. 
Project proponent, Mr. Tom 
Malloy, of Malloy Family 
Partners, LP, agreed to ask 
many of his supporters to 
leave, so that residents would 
have an opportunity to stay 
and speak to the 
Commission. 

The vast majority of 
Antelope Valley residents who 
spoke stated opposition to the 
project. They cited concerns 
about noise, water pollution 
and water availability, visual 
impacts, nighttime light glare, 
air pollution, fire danger, traf¬ 
fic, adverse effects on proper¬ 
ty values, and impacts on 
wildlife living within and near 
the Significant Ecological 
Area that comprises part of 
the project area, and the 
nearby Poppy Reserve. 

It was also pointed out 
that the Los Angeles County 
General Plan, the Antelope 
Valley 

Areawide Plan, and the

Town and Country Program 
discourage projects and 
development that are inap¬ 
propriate and incompatible 
with rural communities and 
natural areas, and the 
Regional Planning 
Commission is the last stop 
for protection from such activ¬ 
ities. 

Several supporters, who 
live elsewhere, spoke about 
the economic benefit to peo¬ 
ple who supply racing goods 
and services and the trickle- 
down effect that would be 
beneficial to many business 
owners in Los Angeles 
County. 

The proposed project is 
for a private race track, with a 
full service nightclub, live 
entertainment, restaurant, pri¬ 
vate room accommodations, 
RV parking, and a spot for 
landing a helicopter. 

The helicopter was origi¬ 
nally to be used only for 
emergencies, but there is 
now an additional request is 
for “limited" transport of track 
patrons. 

At least one speaker 
reminded the commissioners 
that racers and attendees 
from outside the area would 
leave the noise and ill effects 
of the track behind when they 
go home to suburban neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Supporters also men¬ 
tioned the lack of racetracks 
in Los Angeles County, say¬ 
ing that this project would fill 
a need,even though use of 
the track would be through 
private racing clubs, and 
would be unavailable to the 
general public. 

Additionally, supporters 
asserted that street racing 
would be reduced and public 
safety improved. 

In efforts to show local 
need for a project such as 
the Motorsports Park, docu¬ 
ments submitted to the 
Regional Planning 
Commission have stated that 
there are few upscale facili¬ 
ties to hold weddings and 
parties in the Antelope Valley. 
Mr. Malloy has offered the 
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facilities for special events or banquet rental. 
That offer might be limited, however, due to 
estimates that the track would be in use 
approximately 40 weeks, and presumably, 40 
weekends per year. 

In a survey of visitors to the Poppy Reserve, 
as many as 50 percent said they would not visit 
the Reserve again if a racetrack is built nearby 
Eighty-five percent said they would visit less 
frequently. 

The Poppy Reserve receives approximately 
100,000 visitors a year, many from other coun¬ 
tries, who spend an average of fifty-seven dol¬ 
lars each in goods and services in the 
AntelopeValley. The economic benefit that 
already exists may be jeopardized by place¬ 
ment of the track in proximity to the Reserve 

The next meeting regarding this project will 
be held on March 24 at 9 am at the Los 
Angeles County Regional Planning 
Commission, 320 Temple Street, Room 150.

In addition to weed 
wacking, we can chip brush 
and split wood. 

Been doing your own 
weed abatement but 
nowhere to put the brush? As 
we were all reminded last 
year, dumping brush on 
vacant land is illegal dump¬ 
ing. 

We can chip it for you. 
Spreading the chippings as 
ground cover can actually 
prevent fires. Residents have 
received their county weed 
abatement notices 

We urge you to please 
schedule your job as soon as 
possible, even for a future 
date. Customers who make 
appointments first will be 
given priority. In most cases 
we are able to inform the 
county what properties we 
have scheduled. 

It is too late to not get 
charged by the county for 
weed abatement they did in 
spring 2009. That will be on 
your November 2010 tax bill. 
Don’t pay huge amounts on 
your property tax bill for the 
County weed abatement. 

Pay a fraction of the cost 
and keep the money right 
here in our communities and 


it helps keep us fire safe. 
Please call Betty for more 
details.

CERT training 

VOPs Rob Kennard and 
Ron Sardisco reported on the 
upcoming CERT (Community 
Emergency Response Team) 
Training Day on March 20 
(See article on page 7). 

They are requesting that 
all CERT-trained individuals 
give their home addresses 
(not P.O. box numbers) and 
home phone numbers to 
either of them so that in case 
of an emergency, they can be 


notified. 

These folks who have 
been trained by CERT 
instructors are to assist the 
first responders. In case of a 
major disaster where the 
usual first responders may 
not be able to reach us, they 
might BE the first respon¬ 
ders! 

They have all been 
trained in minor search-and- 
rescue, first aid and triage, 
etc., and are coordinated 
with the sheriffs department, 
our local Fire Safe Council, 
and the fire department. 

If enough folks in our area 
apply to take CERT training, 
a class could be scheduled 
right here in the Lakes and 
Valleys; it takes just 25 peo¬ 
ple to schedule a class. 

Applicants can range from 
age 18 and up - there is no 
age limit at the other end, 
because even someone 
who's 105 or handicapped 
can take the classes, and 
then be utilized as recorder 
or note-taker, a job that is 
very necessary in any emer¬ 
gency to communicate with 
the various affected agen¬ 
cies. 

Rob Kennard and Ron 
Sardisco are also developing 
maps from our five communi¬ 
ties (Leona Valley, Green 
Valley, Lake Hughes, Lake 
Elizabeth and Three Points) 
listing any hazardous areas; 
older or handicapped resi¬ 
dents, especially those living 
alone; heavy equipment 
available to be used in an 
emergency; and any who 
have radio communication 
equipment or knowledge. 

(Anyone out there with a 
HAM radio? Contact Rob, 

Ron or Doris Karabinus!) 
Vonnie McCullah, GVCH 
President announced she 
had been working with Betty 
Young, AFV&L Fire Safe 
Council Vice President, con¬ 
firming official emergency 
evacuation centers in Green 
Valley.

Nature has 
so far been generous with 
the rains and their frequency 
has caused a flush of wild 
mushrooms out on the desert 
floor. Not common to be 
sure. 

1 had seen them now and 
then but never enough to col¬ 
lect to eat even though I 
knew they were of the 
Agaricus genera and there¬ 
fore potentially very edible, or 
mildly poisonous. I decided 
they were probably edible, 
ate a small piece, later ate 
three slices of a sauteed cap. 
Oh, what flavor! Definitely 
better than the marketplace 
common mushroom, 

Agaricus bisporus. 

Since then three of us 
have eaten generous por¬ 
tions of the wild Agaricus 
mushrooms, which most 
closely resemble the very 
desirable field mushroom 
found mostly in cattle pasture 
and grow in nitrogen 
enriched grass. I suspect the 
mountains have also brought 
forth a flush of warm weather 
mushrooms. 

Of course the rains have 
cut back on watering the gar¬ 
den but have watered the 
trees. The problem of late is 
that the fruit trees flower too 
early and then get killed by 
late frosts and/or heavy 
winds. In fact watering trees 
early in our area is a no, no 
because it stimulates early 
flowering. Also be careful 
fertilizing fruit trees with nitro¬ 
gen as it will lead to great 
vegetative growth with little 
fruit production. 

Should the trend for 
warmer winters continue, and 
I believe it will, then that 
means that what we grow 
and when we grow it will 
change. If we are prepared 
for it - that is we accept cli¬ 
mate change as real - then 
we can make those changes, 
and some of them, at least in 
the short term, will be posi¬ 
tive. 

A warmer winter would 
mean some plants that can't 
be grown now could be 


grown. It would also increase 
our insect population and 
some insects that thrive in 
heat would be around for a 
longer period of time, like 
flies. The surprises are 
always the most fun. 

Some variety of wild mus¬ 
tard can be found growing 
almost everywhere. Many 
have the ability to withstand 
cold and even freezes. Bees 
love them. They are all edi¬ 
ble, though not all are delec¬ 
table and most have some 
degree of pepperiness. The 
poultry and rabbits love to . 
eat them. Many of the coles 
we grow are all related to 
them. 

A close relative is arugula. 
In fact arugula is really just 
an extremely peppery mus¬ 
tard. The time to plant 
arugula and other mustards 
is in the fall. Actually I just 
took mature arugula plants 
with dried pods and cast 
them intact at the outer end 
of a rectangular garden 
watered with a circular sprin¬ 
kler. 

The area had never been 
cultivated, nor were any 
amendments added, compost 
or otherwise except for some 
wood ash. I have had a 
flourishing crop of arugula 
since around late fall and it 
will carry me into April. 

I don’t understand the 
reaction of some men to 
arugula. “Tm a real man and 
real men do not eat arugula, 
or quiche, or yogurt, etc." 
Anyone understand this 
rejection of very good food 
by “real men?" 

This year I experimented 
with two types of Chinese 
cabbage and have been very 
rewarded. One was regular 
Chinese cabbage and the 
other was a dwarf version, 
which takes a shorter time to 
mature. I think the dwarf ver¬ 
sion would be the better 
choice for mid to late winter 
planting. The regular, larger 
variety is best as a late sum¬ 
mer / early fall crop as it 
grows well into the winter 
and is, as of this writing, still 
coming on strong and looks 
its best. 

The Gardening Co-op has 


yet to become a true co-op 
yet the monthly meetings 
have been very successful. 
We’re drawing mostly 
beginners who have yet to 
have any true successes. 
Maybe moreso this year. 
Apparently experienced 
gardeners have nothing to 
learn in life, know it all 
already, and have no need 
to pass on anything to any¬ 
body else. 

At the same time those 
few early members who 
continue to come have 
gained a lot in terms of 
knowledge, new seeds, 
new plants, and one has 
even been using black 
salve, which I consider a 
huge step. And, of course, 

I always learn something. 

Now that we meet in the 
afternoon the meetings go 
on into the evening with 
people leaving as they 
want. 

I lost my January sign-in 
sheet so have not been 
able to call the young lady 
from Lake Hughes who 
expressed an Interest in the 
rabbits, or the horse lady 
from Elizabeth Lake, who 
expressed an interest in 
riding with the horse co-op 
people. I would like to hear 
from both of you. 

The Garden Co-op 
meets monthly on the sec¬ 
ond Saturday of the month 
at 3 pm at my place. 
March’s meeting is on the 
13th. Call or e-mail me for 
directions. 

There are three open¬ 
ings in the horse co-op. 
These would be for people 
who do not have horses. 
Shared costs and work 
reduce the load for every¬ 
one and the horses get 
more attention, which is 
good for them. The riding 
season has arrived.
